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Changes in the Tables 


The following descriptions relate to the new series introduced in the 
December 1959 issue of the Statistical Supplement, unless otherwise indicated. 


Unemployment 
Sierra Leone. 

Definition and coverage. Persons registered as unemployed and seeking 
work at employment offices. Persons seeking their first job or willing to 
re-enter the labour force after voluntary inactivity are classified as 
unemployed. 

Sources. Employment offices’ records. 

Computation. Figures are computed on a weekly basis. 

Cuba. 

Definition and coverage. All persons aged 14 years and over who were not 
at work at the time of the survey and who were looking for work. 

Sources. Labour force sample surveys. 

Computation. The statistics are computed from data obtained in labour 
force sample surveys conducted among 5,000 or more households in 534 
urban and rural areas distributed over the entire country. Unemployment 
percentages are computed by dividing the number of unemployed by the 
number of persons in the civilian labour force (employed plus unemployed), 
as shown in the labour force sample survey. 
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Oyprus. 


Definition and coverage. Wage earners and salaried employees aged 
14 years and over registered as unemployed and seeking work at employment 
offices. Persons temporarily laid off, seeking their first job and willing to 
re-enter the labour force after voluntary inactivity are classified as un- 
employed. 


Sources. Employment offices’ records. 


Computation. Figures refer to the Thursday nearest to the middle of 
the month. Yearly averages are computed by dividing the number of days 
of unemployment by the number of working days in the year (312). Un- 
employment percentages are computed by relating the unemployed to 
the civilian labour force. 


Greece. 


Definition. All unemployed persons willing and able to work who regis- 
ter at employment offices. 


Coverage. All persons aged 14 years and over registered as unemployed 
and seeking work at employment offices ; foreigners are excluded. Registra- 
tion is not compulsory but is a condition for the receipt of unemployment 
benefits by persons insured against unemployment. 


Sources. Employment offices’ records. 


Computation. Figures refer to the last day of the month. Annual figures 
are simple arithmetic averages of the monthly figures. 


Malta. 


Definition and coverage. Wage earners and salaried employees aged 
14 years and over registered as unemployed and seeking work at employment 
offices. Persons temporarily laid off, seeking their first job and willing to 
re-enter the labour force after voluntary inactivity are classified as 
unemployed. 


Sources. Employment offices’ records. 


Computation. Figures relate to the number of wage earners and salaried 
employees who are on the registers of employment exchanges at the end of 
the month. The registrant must sign a declaration that he is unemployed 
and surrender his insurance card. Persons who find work on their own cease 
to register and are therefore automatically eliminated ; persons placed in 
employment by the Employment Service are also eliminated from the live 
register when confirmation is received from the employer. 


Consumer Price Indices 
Israel (27 towns). 


A new series of consumer price indices with original base January 
1959=100 was introduced in the August 1959 issue of the Supplement. 

The index is based on a family living survey conducted between May 1956 
and April 1957 among 6,824 wage earners’ families, covering all towns with 
a population of more than 10,000 persons. Price quotations are collected 
monthly in 27 towns except for those items forming the group “ Housing”, 
which are ascertained only twice a year. Price fluctuations in the group 
“Fruits and vegetables ” are accounted for in January and July of each 
year ; all-items indices, which are first calculated without the group “ Fruits 
and vegetables ’, are then revised for the preceding six months. 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed base ; 
the number of items and the percentage weights used in the computation 
are as follows :

In the Supplement this new series has been linked at January 1959 to 
the former cost-of-living index (original base September 1951=100) and is 
published on the base 1953= 100. 


General Level of Wages and Wages in Manufacturing 


Ghana (Average Monthly Earnings). 


Definition of earnings. Total cash remuneration including overtime pay, 
bonuses, pay for time not worked, etc. 

Coverage. Wage earners of both sexes, without distinction as to age, 
including some foremen and apprentices. The whole country is represented. 
As of December 1957, 277,000 workers were included. 

Source of data. Payrolls of establishments in the private sector of the 
economy, employing more than 10 persons. 

Computation. Total cash wage payments are divided by the number of 
persons receiving wages (whether at work or not). Data relate to the months 
of March, June, September and December. Industry averages are weighted 
by recorded total disbursements to male African workers in the covered 
establishments in December 1956. 


Ceylon (Average Monthly Earnings). 


Definition of earnings. Total cash remuneration, excluding family 
allowances. 


Coverage. Wage earners of both sexes, including apprentices and some 
foremen. The whole country is represented. As of 1954 the statistics 
covered about 75,000 persons or 11 per cent. of those engaged in the industries 
covered. 

Source of data. Payrolls of a random sample of establishments in the 
industries covered. 

Computation. Total wages paid are divided by man-hours worked. Data 
refer to the months of March and September ; annual averages are computed 
by the International Labour Office as unweighted arithmetic averages of 
March and September data. 


Czechoslovakia. 


A new series of average monthly earnings was introduced in the Septem- 
ber 1958 issue of the Supplement. The description of this series is as follows : 
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Definition of earnings. Total cash remuneration classified as “ wages 
fund ” items (i.e. excluding certain special payments and premiums in cash 
and in kind classified as “ special fund ” items). 

Coverage. Wage earners and salaried employees of both sexes, without 
distinction as to age, excluding apprentices. The entire country is re- 
presented. As of 1959 about 4.6 million workers were covered. 

Source of data. Payrolls of all establishments covered. The manufactur- 
ing series covers all manufacturing establishments in the socialist sector ; the 
general series covers all establishments in the socialist sector, but excludes 
agricultural co-operatives. 

Computation. The total wages fund for the month or quarter is divided 
by the number of workers receiving pay, including those absent other than 
for military service. Industry and over-all averages are weighted by employ- 
ment in the reporting period. Annual figures are annual wages fund payments 
divided by the annual average number of workers receiving pay. 


General Level of Wages 


Argentina (Indices of Hourly Earnings). 


Definition of earnings. Total cash remuneration, including overtime and 
piece rates, premiums, bonuses, family allowances and maternity payments. 

Coverage. Wage earners of both sexes without distinction as to age, 
including foremen and apprentices. The entire country is represented. 

Source of data. The statistics are based on payrolls of establishments. 
Since 1948 a fixed sample of 2,000 establishments drawn from the 1943 
census has been maintained. The sampling rate varies from 90 to 100 per 
cent., depending upon the industry. 

Computation. Total wages paid are divided by total man-hours paid for. 
The resulting hourly earnings are expressed as relatives of the base year 
(1952). 

In the Supplement this series is published on the base 1953= 100. 


Ceylon (Minimum Daily Wage Rates). 

Definition of rates. Minimum rates established by wages boards, com- 
prising basic wage and special allowances, but excluding family allowances. 

Coverage. Wage earners of both sexes, including apprentices, in ten 
industries. Foremen are included in some cases. Data refer to persons 
18 years of age and over. 

Source of data. Decisions of wages boards. 

Computation. Rates are combined into weighted averages on the basis 
of the previous year’s employment in the trades covered. Annual averages 
are simple arithmetic averages of monthly data. 


Germany (Federal Republic) (Average Hourly Earnings and Average Weekly 
Earnings). 


Definition of earnings. Total cash remuneration, including family 
allowances paid in addition to those fixed by the law (the latter being 
excluded) and the value of payments in kind for a few groups of workers. 


Coverage. Wage earners of both sexes without distinction as to age, 
including foremen but excluding apprentices. The entire country (except for 
the Saar) is represented. Separate series are compiled for West Berlin. As 
of 1959 the series covered about 1.8 million wage earners, or 15 per cent. 
(West Berlin 13 per cent.) of those engaged in the industries covered. 


Source of data. Payrolls of establishments, including all mines, a sample 
covering about 25 per cent. of wage earners in manufacturing establishments

with ten or more workers, and a sample covering about 10 per cent. of wage 
earners in building and construction establishments with five or more 
workers. 


Computation. Total wages paid in the month of reference are divided by 
the number of hours paid for. Data for different industries and regions are 
weighted by the number of persons employed in the industries covered, 
except that only 25 per cent. of the number of persons employed in mining 
and 2.5 times those in building and construction are used in the computation. 
Annual averages are eulatiad by the number of persons covered in each of 
the months of reference. 


New Zealand (Average Hourly Earnings). 


Definition of earnings. Total remuneration, including overtime pay, 
bonuses, premiums and the value of payments in kind. 


Coverage. Wage earners and salaried employees of both sexes without 
distinction as to age. The whole country is represented. As of April 1959, 
603,124 persons engaged in all branches of economic activity were covered, 
representing 86 per cent. of total employment. 


Source of data. Payrolls of all establishments employing two or more 
persons (including working proprietors). 


Computation. Total payrolls for the pay-week immediately 
15 April and 15 October are divided by total hours worked. Annual averages 
are computed by the International Labour Office as unweighted arithmetic 
averages of April and October data. 


Wages in Manufacturing 


Italy (Indices of Hourly Wage Rates). 


Definition of rates. Minimum or standard rates as established by collective 
agreements in the various provinces. They include all permanent allowances, 
such as cost-of-living bonuses, rent or housing allowances, etc., but exclude 
all other wage supplements. Piece rates are not included. 


Coverage. The entire country is represented. 


Source of data. Data are obtained from records of agreements and 
awards. 


Computation. The index (original base 1938=100) is weighted by the 
number of persons gainfully occupied in the various provinces according to 
the most recent population census. The data refer to the first day of each 
month. 

In the Supplement this series is published on the base 1953= 100. 


Turkey (Average Hourly Earnings). 


Definition of earnings. All wage payments in cash or in kind made to the 
workers covered, including family allowances. 


Coverage. Data are collected separately for male and female wage earners, 
salaried employees and foremen. As of April 1957, 189,000 wage earners 
were covered. The entire country is represented. 


Source of data. Payrolls of establishments employing (a) ten or more 
workers in areas with less than 50,000 population and (6) four or more 
workers in cities with 50,000 or more population. 


Computation. Wages paid during the month (excluding wages paid to 
workers on annual vacation or similar leave) are divided by total man-hours 
actually worked. Yearly averages are weighted averages of data for April, 
August and December. 
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United Kingdom (Indices of Weekly Wage Rates). 


Definition of rates. Minimum or standard rates of wages fixed in awards 
or agreements. 

Coverage. The data are regarded as representative of all workers in the 
branches of activity covered. The whole country is represented. 

Source of data. The data are obtained from records of wage awards, 
collective agreements, and wages regulation orders. 

Computation. Rates in effect at the end of each month are combined with 
weights based on estimated numbers employed on 31 January 1956. Annual 
averages are unweighted arithmetic averages of monthly data. 

In the Supplement this series is published on the base 1953= 100. 


General Level of Hours of Work and Hours of 
Work in Manufacturing 


Peru. 


A detailed description of the series of average hours actually worked per 
week introduced in the December 1959 issue of the Supplement will be 
published at a later date. 


Ceylon (Average Hours Actually Worked per Day). 


Definition. Hours actually worked per day. 

Coverage. Wage earners of both sexes, including apprentices and some 
foremen. The whole country is represented. As of 1954 the statistics covered 
about 75,000 persons or 11 per cent. of those engaged in the industries 


covered. 

Source of data. Payrolls of a random sample of establishments in the 
industries covered. 

Computation. Total man-hours actually worked are divided by total 
man-days. Data refer to the months of March and September; annual 
averages are computed by the International Labour Office as unweighted 
arithmetic averages of March and September data. 


General Level of Hours of Work 


Germany (Federal Republic) (Hours Paid For Per Week). 


Definition. Hours paid for per week. 


Coverage. Wage earners of both sexes without distinction as to age, 
including foremen but excluding apprentices. The entire country (except for 
the Saar) is represented. Separate series are compiled for West Berlin. As 
of 1959 the series covered about 1.8 million wage earners, or 15 per cent. 
(West Berlin, 13 per cent.) of those engaged in the industries covered. 


Source of data. Payrolls of establishments, including all mines, a sample 
covering about 25 per cent. of wage earners in manufacturing establishments 
with ten or more workers, and a sample covering about 10 per cent. of wage 
earners in building and construction establishments with five or more 
workers. 

Computation. Total man-hours paid for during the period of reference are 
divided by the number of persons receiving pay. Data for different industries 
and regions are weighted by the number of persons employed in the industries 
covered except that only 25 per cent. of the number of persons employed in 
mining and 2.5 times those in building and construction are used in the 
computation. Annual averages are weighted by the number of persons 
covered in each of the months of reference. 
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Hours of Work in Manufacturing 


Brazil (Average Hours Actually Worked per Month). 


Definition. Hours actually worked per month. 
Coverage. Production workers employed in reporting establishments, 
without distinction as to age or sex, including foremen and apprentices. As 
of 1958 about 800,000 workers in manufacturing industries were covered. 
The data refer to more than 100 municipalities scattered throughout the 
country. 

Source of data. Payrolls of reporting establishments. 

Computation. Total hours worked in the month in question are divided 
by the average number of persons employed. Persons on leave for more 
than 15 days are excluded from the computation. 


Turkey (Average Hours Actually Worked per Week). 


Definition. Hours actually worked per week. 

Coverage. Data are collected separately for male and female wage 
earners, salaried employees, and foremen. As of April 1957, 189,000 wage 
earners were covered. The entire country is represented. 

Source of data. Payrolls of establishments employing ten or more workers 
in areas with less than 50,000 ——— and establishments employing 
four or more workers in cities with 50,000 or more population. 

Computation. Total man-hours worked during the period of reference 
are divided by the number of persons at work. Yearly averages are weighted 
averages of data for April, August and December.
